The Alumni Fund—30th Anniversary 


Juniata has once again established a record 
for cash contributions during a “giving” 
year. With the added impetus provided by 
the Margin of Difference development pro- 
gram, Juniata alumni have achieved their 
highest total of annual giving, bettering by 
26 percent the record set last year. 

That this new record was set on the 30th 
Anniversary of the founding of the Juniata 
Alumni Fund, gives it added significance. 
The fund was established in 1939 under 
the leadership of Captain Will Judy 711, 
of Chicago, Ill. Total giving by the alumni 
since then has amounted to $2,369,364.18. 

For the thirty years of the fund’s exis- 
tance, alumni support has provided the 
College with vital annual resources mak- 
ing possible numerous capital improvements 
on the campus. Major building programs 
were brought to completion because of this

Furnishings for five residence halls were 
made possible by alumni generosity. 

In the thirty years three citations have 
been awarded to Juniata College by the 
American Alumni Council for  distin- 
guished achievements in the building of 
annual support. Citations were awarded in 
1963, 1964 and again in 1969. The awards 
were made possible by consistent and regu- 
lar giving by Juniata alumni plus the high 
percentage of gifts received through the 
Founders Clubs — One Hundred, Five 
Hundred and One Thousand.

Since Founders Day 1968, when the Mar- 
gin of Difference was officially launched, 
encouraging progress toward the first phase 
objective of $2,800,000 has been made. 

A year of dramatic progress in the devel- 
opment program was highlighted by the 
bequest of alumnus J. Omar Good ’96, of 
$1,000,000. 

Intensive alumni campaigns were con- 
ducted in 45 geographical areas with 450 
alumni volunteers making personal visits. 
Alumni gifts, as a result, now total 87 per- 
cent of the $600,000 goal adopted by the 
Margin of Difference campaign committee. 
Seven regional campaigns remain to be con- 
ducted.
